11.111 Walkem supported the motion, he snid 
a system of |HTSPCUtion had been inflicted on 
ileliluis by llieir (':'.lili)rniuii ereililors In niniiv 
case.s Wiiilii::; till the delitor arrived iii lliis 
Colony belore com meiieuii; ]irocredings. We 
wi re ab.suliit<dy keeping jails for (California 
ereditiirs.
